MADRID, Jan. 9.—Shells poured 
into Madrid tonight in the great- 
est bombardment since Fascists be- 
gan their siege late in October, 
while insurgent infantrymen tried 
to battle their way further into the 
city from the northwest, 

The cannonade sounded much 
closer to the center of the city than 
it had in the past week. / 

Black-winged Fascist war planes 
bombed the city time after time. 

Crowds of woman shoppers with 
their children, dashed for shelter in 
doorways and subways as the 
planes came into view. 

Trucks and fresh supplies of mu- 
sitions were hurried to the Gov- 


on Government lines as the Fas- 
cist soldiers tried. to. advance. 

Reports from Bilbao said Gov- 
ernment airplanes dropped several 
bombs on the insurgent cruiser 
Canarias. Bilbao also reported @ 
sea fight between Socialist gun- 
boats and the insurgent cruiser Va- 
lasco and an insurgent. gunboat. 
After several shots had been ex- 
changed the Fascist ships fled, the 

port said. 

The defenders of Madrid said 
that in today’s fighting they had 
stopped any further Fascist ad- 
vance on the Aravaca front. In 
the Guadarrama sector the insur- 
gent artillery shelled Algora. So- 
cialist artillery retaliated by shell- 
ing Cerro and San Cristobal. 

Foreigners Injured. 

Last night’s bombing of the dip- 
lomatic headquarters of Great Brit- 
ain, Germany and Finland caused 
injuries to two British subjects and 
the death of four persons, the De- 
fense Administration announced. 

(Great Britain protested against 
the bombing to the Fascist Junta, 
thus giving tacit recognition to the 
existence of that de facto adminis- 
tration, as France had done in pro- 
testing against the reported activi- 
ties of German troops in Spanish 
Morocco.) 

Capt. E. C. Lance, attache of the 
British Embassy, was bruised ‘by a 
beam which fell on his shoulders 
during the bombing, but he was 
able to continue hig duties today. 
Mrs. Angela Morris was hurt by 
flying glass, as was a cook in the 
Embassy Annex. 

Most of the windows in the Dutch 
and Egyptian Legations were brok- 
en by the explosions.

COLDEST IN 15 YEARS 
IN SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


Thought to Have Damaged Citrus 
Crops; Orchard Oil Heaters 
Kept Burning. 

By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 9%.—The 
coldest weather in 15: years in 
Southern California is thought to 
have damaged crops, chiefly citrus 
fruits. Damage to the current 
orange crop was estimated unoffi- 
cially at 15 per cent. Cost of orchard 
heating last night ran high. 

Temperatures ranged from 36 at 
San Diego down to 6 below zero at 
Big Pines recreation camp, 150 miles 
across the mountains from here. 
All reported temperatures in the ci- 
trus belt were below ‘freezing, 
ranging from 31 to 18 degrees. 
Similar cold was forecast for to- 
night. About 16,000 workers resumed 
smudging. 

Ice on Los Angeles streets caused 
many accidents to motorists and 
pedestrians early,today. One Cali- 
fornia traffic accident: was attrib- 
uted to low visibility caused. by 
smoke from.orchard heaters. Four 
persons are reported to have died 
of monoxide gas from heaters in 
residences. , 

‘There are about 4,000,000 orchard 
heaters in the citrus belt, and most 
of these are believed to have been 
operated last night and tonight. 
Each burns about 9 gallons of fuel 
oil in 6 to 10 hours. The oil costs 
3% cénts a gallon.

PARIS, Jan. 9.—A new. contingent 
of 8000 German troops will land 
tomorrow, France heard tonight, 
in .insurgent-controlied Spanish 
Morocco, Officials sought formal 
confirmation of the movement, 
which was said to be from Munich 
barracks and aboard Nazi trans- 
port ships. 

The French Atlantic fleet moved 
into Moroccan waters, The cruiser 
Colbert, “in the western Mediter- 
ranean,” carried Naval Minister 
Alphonse Gasnier-du Parc and Vice- 
Admiral Jean Darian, chief of the 
navy general staff, on inspection 
duty. In French Morocco, Resident 
General August Nogues took over 
command of 100,000 troops, “ready 
for any emergency.” ~— 

Native workmen, reports reaching 
Paris said, were throwing up~bar- 
racks at Ceuta for the expected 
German detachment. They were 
said to be assembling large quan- 
tities of food and general stores. 
Ten German officers of high rank, 
the reports added, inspected the 
frontier bordering French Morocco 
and returned to Tetuan as guests of 
the Spanish Fascist command,

Company Demands Enm- 
~ ployes. Evacuate Shut- 
down Plants Before Any

DETROIT, Jan. 9--Efforts to 
bring about negotiations for settie- 
ment of the nation-wide strike of 
production employes of General Mo- 
tors Corporation were at a stand- 
still tonight. — 

Thanking Governor Frank Mur- 
phy for his unsuccessful efforts to 
arrange a meeting between the 
strike leaders and officers of the 
corporation, the United Automobile 
Workers of America expressed 
“deep regret” that mediation ef- 


forts thus far had failed. 

The union restated its previous 
declaration that it would compro- 
mise any of its eight demands, ex- 
cept national recognition of the 
union as the collective bargaining 
agency of General Motors employes. 
Such recognition must exist during 
negotiations, ft insisted. i 

The union said it would withdraw 
its “stay-in” strikers from General 
Motors plants, provided the cor- 
poration agreed in. writt: : 
unfair advantage will ‘be taken of 
this concession,” and that negotia- 
tions wére opened immediately. 

Insists on “Closed Shop.” 

The union made. clear in its let- 
ter to the Governor that such fac- 
tors as wages, working conditions, 
hours, seniority requirements and 
adjustment of the “speed up” sys- 
tem, were virtually trading points, 
as has been pointed out previously 
in the Post-Dispatch. The funda- 
mental issue in the strike is still 
the “closed shop,” the union de- 
manding that General Motors rec- 
ognize it as the bargaining agent 
of all its employes. 

“Fully conscious of labor’s rights 
under the public policy of the 
United States,” the ‘letter ‘stated, 
“we must reiterate at this time the 
determination of the international 
union, United Automobile Workers 
of America, to continue this strug- 
gie with all lawful means at our 
disposal until genuine and effec- 
tive bargaining is accorded to the 
employes of the General Motors 
Corporation.” . 

Details of the union’s conditions 
for evacuating the plants held by 
Strikers were announced as fol- 
lows: 

“We are willing to agree to with- 
drawal of the sit-down. strikers 
if negotiations are immediately 
opened, with recognition of the 
Workers of 
America; with an agreement that 
all plants remain closed without 
movement of equipment or resump- 
tion of activities until a national 
settlement is effected and with the 
further agreement that all activ- 
ities suchas circulating petitions,’ 
organizing vigilante activities, 
threatening or coercing employés 
be immediately stopped.”

$2500 Needed “Right Away.” 

From Qhio they went to Chicago, 
where Mrs. Thomasson informed 
Fledderman, about the middle of 
July, that she needed $2500 right 
away .because cf some litigation 
concerning the estate of the late 
Hugh Thomasson, aged St. Louis 
capitalist who was her fourth hus- 
band, and whose $800,000 estate was 
left to the public schools of Mis- 
souri. ; 

The best Fledderman could do on 
short notice was $2300. With that 
in Mrs. Thomasson’s possession, she 
and Fledderman drove to East St. 
Louis, where he had to leave to 
catch a train for Memphis. Mrs. 
Thomasson continued on to St. 
Louis and a few weeks later re- 
turned to Kahoka to testify in the 
second baby hoax trial. Fledderman 
has not seen her since they parted 
in East St. Louis.

Brings Mobilization of 1000 
Men in Five Southwestern States 


[ce and sleet, ancient foes of telephone

Starting early Friday, the most destruc- 


tive storm in more than 10 years cut a wide | 


swath across more than 900 miles. of the ter- 


ritory this company serves. Thousands of > 
_ poles went down before the crushing weight. 


Long distance and local lines went out of 
service as the wires snapped beneath coat- 
ings of ice sometimes two inches thick. 
Scores of towns from Texas to the Iowa 
border were either isolated entirely, or left 
with ‘badly crippled wire connections. 


With wires still breaking Renuidiis morn- 
ing, the Southwestern Company of the region 
has suffered damage which may exceed 
$1,000 000. 

The storm was scarcely two hours old 
Friday ‘morning when mobilization of an 


‘army of more: than 1000 telephone repair- 
men got under way. From all .parts of the: 
Southwest, trucks of men and material bé-. 


gan to roll toward the storm area. In the 
stricken region, men on foot began to patrol 
the lines, trying to tabulate damage to wires

Maintenance by the Western Electric of 
large emergency stocks at central points, 
throughout the winter, makes this possible. 


The first effort of the hundreds of men 
at work along the sleet-laden lines will be 
to restore at least one or two working lines 
to each town cut off by the storm. Except 
through Central and Northeast Missouri, 
where damage was heaviest, and in North- 
western Arkansas, where sleet was still fall- 
ing yesterday, it is: hoped this temporary 
restoration can be completed by Sunday

CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 9. 


HE fiscal record of the city of Cincinnati during the depression, 

_ resulting in a substantial decrease in bonded indebtedness at a 

time when the general experience of cities was-rising debt, isa 
source of satisfaction to students of municipal affairs. The fact that 
Cincinnati operates under the ofty manager plan is one point to 


be noted. 


The net reduction in general bond debt in the six years from 


Jan. 1, 1931, to Jan. 1 of this year was $14,054,262. 


outstanding now is $86,099,841, 
years ago. 


In the period under considera- 
tion the city issued $19,049,369 in 
new bonds and retired $33,103,- 
631. To a considerable extent, 
new “bonds were issued to replace 
bonds called for retirement in or- 
der to take advantage of. lower 
interest rates. In 1936, however, 
new bohds for public works were 
issued te the amount of §3,633,- 
239. 

One of the city’s bond debts, 
$12,482,000, secured by the Cin- 
cinnati. Southern Railway, which 
the city owns, was called and re- 
funded in full, effecting a reduc- 
tion from 3% to 214 in the annual 
interest rate. In the case of 
other refunding operations, inter- 
est rates varied from 1% to 3% 
per cent. In no case were bonds 
refunded because of inability to 
make payment at = 


Operating Famenses Cut. 

Since 1931 the city has reduced 
its general operating expenses 
about $1,500,000, the total for 
1931 having been $10,065,021 and 
for 1936, $8,475,735. The latter 
figure. is an increase of about 
$60,000 over the preceding year. 
Operating costs were lowest in 
1933, when the amount was $8,- 
170,511. _ These costs do not in- 
clude schools and operation of the 
municipal water plant, the latter 
paid for by rental charges. 

New sources’ of revenue have 
been tapped. A sales tax last 
year produced $1,363,000 and 
beer and liquor permits $404,000 
in» municipal revenue. An inheri- 
tance tax, not new, produced 
$261,000 for the city last yean 

Property taxes, real, personal 
and intangible, are the most pro- 
ductive. - Revenue from these 
sources in 1936 -was $5,487,000 
for general purposes, and for debt 
service, $4,715,427. A tax which 
formerly producéd from $350,000 
to $500, 000 a year was lost in 
1931. This was the occupational 
tax, declared : upconstitutional by 
the State ‘Supreme Court: 


Railroad Paying Investment. 


The Cincinnat? Southern Rail- 
way, owned by the city but leased 
to private operators, is a profit- 
able investment. The lessee pays 
annual rental of $1,250,000 and 
also $369,375 for interest and 
sinking fund for the terminal 
properties, The rental received 
by: the city is ear-marked for debt 
service, and is not available for 
general municipal purposes. 

Under a 1935 amendment to the 
State Constitution, the property 
tax is limited to 10 mills on the 
dollar for general purposes, but 
the rate can. be increased to pro- 
vide -for bonds voted by the 


people.

- The relief burden has not fallen 
as heavily on municipal funds in 
Cincinnati as in some other cities. 
In 1931 and 1932 the city spent 
for relief, out of tax revenues, 
$950,000; and out of bond funds, 
$263,000. Since then the county 
has administered relief, paying 
for it with Federal funds. 
Cincinnati and St. Louis. 

In the period in which Cincin- 
nati has reduced its bonded debt 
by $14,054,262, the city of St, 
Louis has had a net increase of 
$18,520,000, with prospects of 
further increase because of relief 
demands. The relative municipal 
debt bufden is lighter in St. Louis, 
however, where the total now 
stands at $88,801,000 for a popu- 
lation of 821,960, compared with 
$86,099,841 in Cincinnati, with s 
population of 451, 160. 


St. Louis has contributed more 
heavily from municipal funds for 
relief, having issued $8,200,000 
in* bonds for that purpose and 
having appropriated out of gene 
eral funds an additional $1,761,- 
000. In St. Louis the interest and 
sinking fund for the relief bonds 
are provided for out of tolls on 
vehicles using the Municipal 
Bridge. Receipts from this source 
are nearly $1,000,000 a year. 

Bond retirements in St. Louis 
in the six-year period aggregated 
$27,711,000, but new bonds were 
issued in the total of $46,231,000, 
St.. Louis issued $4,891,000 of 
new bonds to refund old bondg 
which could not be paid at ma- 
turity. There were no _ bonds 
called for refunding at lower ine 
terest rate. 


New bonds sold in St. Louis, 
besides those for relief, were 
principally for public improve. 
ments, including the Municipal 
Auditorium, the Soldiers’ Memo- 
rial, parks and playgrounds, and 
for completion of some earlier un- 
dertakings. One item was $2,250,- 
000 in bonds for the. beginning of 
the riverfront Jefferson Memorial, 
not yet started. 


St. Louis, like Cincinnati, has 
had to find new sources of munici- 
pal revenue. The tolls on the 
Municipal Bridge took care of the 
relief bond; but for additional 
revenue-the gasoline tax was in-. 
creased from %,-cent to a cent @ 
gallon and merchants’ and manu- 
facturers’ taxes were raised some- 
what.

No defi- 
nite minimum temperature can be 
given even for one variety; however, 
during midwinter, the danger point for 
Elberta is about 10 to-12 degrees below 
zero. No doubt the rapid drop in tem- 
perature during the few hours before 

_ the minimum was reached on Jan. 22, 
1936, caused more injury than. would 
otherwise have occurred in Ohio. 

As may be noted from Table 16, some 
varieties with the most tender fruit 
buds are Elberta, Hale and Wilma; those 

- with more hardy fruit buds include Car- 
man, Cumberland, South Haven and 
Golden Jubilee; whereas those of 
Eclipse, Pioneer, Radiance and Prim- 
rose are among the most hardy rela- 
tive to low temperatures. Some excep- 
tionally hardy varieties not given in 
the table are Rochester, Greensboro and 
Hardee.

Superhuman efforts have 
been ‘expended to give them ma- 
terial of high quality. Scientists and 
engineers e been mobilized; 
technical services and laboratoriés 
have been created. An institute of 
aerodynamics, 4 model of its kind, 
has won the admiration of our spe- 
cialists. 

New Planes Developed. 


In order to carry out the auda- 
cious ideas of the engineers prompt- 
ly, a factory was set up to make ex- 
perimental ships. These efforts 
have resulted in the creation of two 
great transport planes ef 20 and 
24 tons respectively—truly impos- 
ing specimens—a bi-motor three- 
seater bombing plane, which we 
were privileged to see in action, and 
which has been credited with the 
following performances; 470 kilo- 
meters an hour, a useful load of 
700 kilos, cruising range 3000 kilo- 
meters; and finally a pursuit plane, 
especially powerful and easy to 
handle. Deliberately, and for rea- 
sons which may be easily guessed, 
they limited themselves to three or 
four types of machines.

ITALY'S MILITARY FUND. 
INCREASED 19 PUT. 


Deficit of $168,000,000. Cre- 
ated in 1937-38 Budget 
Adopted by Cabinet. 


By the Associated Press. 

_ ROME, Jan. 9.—An increase of 15 
per cent in military appropriations 
was approved today by the Cabinet 
which adopted a budget creating 
a deficit of about $168,000,000. 

-Italy’s military expenditure for 
the fiscal year beginning next July 
1 was set at 5,533,000,000 lire—more 
than $293,000,000—an increase of 
more than 700,000,000 lire over the 
current years’ figure, fixed while 
the Italian-Ethiopian war was at 
its height. 

The air force, on which Premier 
Mussolini places great reliance, got 
the major share of the increase. 

The whole budget totaled 23,769,- 
547,158 lire—about 000. Re- 
ceipts were estimated at 20,596,595,- 
415 lire—about $1,092,000,000. 

The total for military expenses 
was more than one-fifth of the 
whole budget, divided as follows: 

Army—2,491,000,000 lire (about 
$132,000,000). Navy — 1,792,000,000 
lire (about $94,750,000). Air force— 
1,250,000,000 lire abott $66,250,000.) 

The colonial budget was nearly 
quadrupled, following Italy’s Ethi- 
opian conquest. It was set at 1,614,- 
333,954 lire compared with 408,344,- 
409 lire for the current year. 

Last year’s budget showed a 
slight surplus, and the Cabinet 
stated that “gradual business re- 
covery” probably would bring about 
increased receipts to take care of 
part of the deficit. 

A decree was approved by the 
Cabinet with a view to preventing 
Italian colonization of Ethiopia 
from producing a race of half- 
breeds. 

Another Cabinet-approved law 
empowered the Government to is- 
sue decrees “for the conduct of war 
and the maintenance of neutrality.” 

The budget deficit may be made 
more serious because of a wheat 
shortage of about. 3,000,000 tons 
which will necessitate purchase of 
the grain abroad.

N 1849 a group of emigrants, 

California-bound, tried to take a 

short cut across the desert sands. 

Most of them perished and by their 
dying gave Death Valley its name. 
Survivors said they found silver in 
Emigrant Canyon. One of them 
had mounted a specimen as a sight 
for his rifle. From that grew the 
legend of the lost Gunsight Mine, 
the first of the many lost mines 
that have lured treasure hunters 
and prospectors to Death Valley. 

Into the valley the prospectors 
went, a curious breed, with burros as 
their burden-bearers, and many of 
them were never seen again, The In- 
dians killed them or they died of 
thirst.

One of the biggest problems is 
to get a comprehensive history of 
the Communistic revolution; none 
has yet been written, and no one 
appears willing to do it because of 
the virtuai certainty that the line 
of thought pursued today would 
be unpopular five or 10 years hence. 

A history of the revolution could 
scarcely be written without  re- 
counting the part played in it by 
Trotzky, Zinoviev, Kamenev, Tom- 
sky, Rykov and others who today 
are either in exile, in disfavor or 
are dead. 

Transitory as are the personali- 
ties of the revolution, the programs 
and plans are even more subject 
to change. The revolution has 
swung from one plan to another 
in its 20 years, and objective eval- 
uation of these schemes is not 
wanted. Schemes, current or past, 
must be either praised or criticised 
n accordance with current concep- 
ions, 

Already -the Bolsheviks have en- 
countered difficulty because of the 
lack of an adequate work of his- 
tory. Many old Czarist histories 
have been barred from the school- 
rooms, but no new works have 
taken their places. Some observ- 
rs expect the Kremlin soon to lift 
its ban against some Czarist his- 
tories, in order that the growing 
generation may receive instruction 
in the antecedents of contemporary 
Russia. 

The history of the Encyclopedia 
of Literature is typical of the dif- 
ficulties for writers here. The 
work now is being called “The En- 
cyclopedia of Mistakes and Hostile 
Attacks”, because the narty news- 
paper, Pravda, said.

Johnson, 36-year-old farmer, con- 


fessed today, State police said, that |. 


he beat to death Morris Seigel, 77, 
ex-convict and Chicago confidence 
man whose body was found Thurs- 
day in a farm house near here 
which he had contracted to buy 
from Johnson. 

Johnson told the detective he 
struck Seigel over the head with 
a plank Thursday morning, after 
Seigel kicked at him. “It was just 
a fit of temper, polite said Johnson 
told them.

“We've found also that 
the first two days of the champion- 
ship, littered with many byes, nec- 
essary because of the size of the 
field and attended by the usual 
number of defaults, have proved 
uninteresting and dull to both the 
players and the public.”

Decoys are made of rubber, met- 
al, cardboard, cork, balsa wood, 
pine and cypress. Over a period of 
time the pine and cypress seem to 
prove themselves the best. They are 
fairly light, will stand a lot of 
knocks, take paint well and are 
fairly attractive to the flocks them- 
selves. 

Cork and balsa are exceptional- 
ly light in weight. Cork takes paint 
very well. Balsa wood will absorb a 
lot of water and become rather wa- 
terlogged after a long time in the 
pond. The meta) decoys are easily 
carried because they fit inside of 
one another; not so realistic how- 
ever, The rubber jobs, which must 
be blown up with mouth or tire 
pump, float too high and always ap- 
pear ready to take off. 

It-is easy, and fascinating, to 
make your own decoys, and for 
this specialists say there could be 
no better material than real soft 
pine, cypress or red cedar. It must 
be cdrefully dried. Naturally, the 
job will take time and plenty of it, 
but think of the thrill in case your 
home-made brood should lure in 
a nice vee of mallards. . 


An Aid to Wild Life. 


Missouri is going forward with 
another dam and lake. This time 
the CCC boys are throwing up a 
clay core wall across Crooked 
Creek in Indian Trail State. Forest, 
about 16 miles northeast of Salem, 
that will be known as Blackwell 
Dam. The structure will be about 
550 feet long, 30 feet high and a 
base of 160 feet; which tapers to 
a 20-feot crown. 

The purpose of constructing this 
31 acre lake is two-fold: first, a 
protection for deer, which, when 
pursued, will invariably seek water; 
second, a habitat for muskrat and 
beaver as well as a resting and 
feeding place for migratory birds. 
It is planned to construct a fish 
hatchery adjacent to the lake and 
keep the water well stocked with 


game fish.

About Fish Conservation. 

There is no question that Mis- 
souri is going forward in their 
game and fish restoration and con- 
servation program. When the 
present department is replaced by 
the non-partisan board on July 1 
of this year, such progreas will not 
only be maintained, but if plans 
work out as expected, will be in- 
creased. , 

A brief summary of the history 
of the fish conservation movement 
in Missouri as offered by Dr. G. B. 
Herndon, Chief of Hatcheries, is 
quite interesting. 

The first legislation on fish con- 
servation was passed by the Mis- 
souri Legislature on May 3, 1879. 
A few laws were enacted and the 
'sum of $3000 was appropriated. At 
that time, New York was appro 
priating $20,000 per annum while 
its neighbor state, Pennsylvania, 
was granting $15,000. 

Today some Eastern and North- 
ern States are appropriating mil- 


lions of dollars but Missouri de-

Besides the departments of so- 
cial work. and sociology, the di- 
visions of anthropology, history 
and political science will be housed 
in the new building, Ultimately 


| only the first two departments will 


remain there, 

Enrollment in the school of so- 
cial work is expected to be lim- 
ited to 100, since no more than that 
number can be accommodated for 
field work. After the 1937-38 
echool year, only students who hold 
bachelor’s degrees will be ad- 
mitted. 

The new structure is over 200 
feet long and three stories tall in 
the main portion, There are 22 
offices for instructors, eight class 
and eight seminar rooms, a study 
hall for advanced students and a 
jarge basement in which public 
documents will be filed. 

The building also contains a 
large lecture room, a memorial 
room to be used as a lounge and 
an auditorium seating 500. There 
is a library and reading room on 
the second floor.

There are 125 different agencies 
in Missouri licensing teachers, Prof. 
Lee related. These are the 114 
county superintendents of schools, 
the city systems.in St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and St. Joseph; the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, the five state 
teachers’ colleges, Lincoln Univer- 
sity, for Negroes, and the State Su- 
perintendent’s office. A few years 
ago, he added, it was found there 
were 38 different types of certifi- 
cates held by teachers of Missouri 
and he hesitated to guess the pres- 
ent number... 

“Our Missouri plan of licensing 
teachers for the rural schools,” he 
asserted, “is perhaps the most in- 
efficient, antiquated and cumber- 
some that exists in any state. Ac- 
cording to law a person is eligible 
to take the county examination for 
a teacher's certificate upon gradua- 
tion from a four-year high school 
course. And according to the last 
report we had almost 1200 teachers 
teaching in the rural schools who 
had never attended college one day. 
Still some people insist in pointing 
out the great progress we have 
made in education. 

“We have made progress, 
when we realize that children in 
1200 rural schools are being taught 
by teachers who have never gone 
to college a day, we shouldn't be 
so enthusiastic about our past ac- 
complishments, : 

“The children in these schools 
could now have better prepared 
teachers if it were not for our an- 
tiquated and haphazard method of 
licensing teachers. No matter how 
much money the State distributes 
to the rural schools, all the children 
in those districts that continue to 
employ poorly qualified teachers 
will never have adequate  educa- 
tional facilities provided for them.”

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Engineers Seek 
Clearer Detail 
For Television 


By the Associated Press. 
EW YORK, Jan. 9.—Engineers 
at work on the task of making 
radio movies practicable be- 
lieve that by the end of the sum- 
mer they should be in a posi- 
tion to give a pretty clear indica- 
tion of the prospects. | 

They feel they will be well along 
with technical problems, although 

production puzzles and 

financial problems, such as paying 
the way of television, no doubt will 
remain for some time to come. 


However, 1937, as far as can be 
determined now, is to be another 
12 months of continued field test 
experimentation and demonstration 
on a more advanced scale than in 
1936. 


The experiments’ under way in 
New York are predicated on that 
idea. One of the present jobs is to 
change over transmitters and ex- 
perimental receivers for the greater 
detail in images that can be pro- 
vided by 441 lines. This is the gen- 
erally recommended standard, and 
is quite an increase over the pres- 
ent 343 lines. 


When this task is completed, field 
test experiments will be :resumed 
for further exploration of reception 
and other conditions. 


Another immediate problem has 
to do with receivers. It involves 
enlarging the picture from five by 
seven inch dimensions to probably 
twice as large or larger. ‘There are 
two present means of doing this. 
One is a larger receiving tube havy- 
ing a viewing-end diameter of 15 
inches, 


The other, peculiarly enough, is 
to make the tube much smaller 
but with an intensely brilliant 
image. Enlargement is then possi- 
ble by projection on an external 
screen through a lens system. 


While both have been partly 
worked out in the laboratory, nei- 
ther has gotton as far as the field 
test receivers. 


Also, the receiver itself is under- 
going simplification, including both 
tube elimination and circuit con- 
solidation. The present sets are 
crammed with 33 to 36 tubes and 
other equipment. | 


Beyond the activity behind the 
scenes, further public testing of 
television in this country probably 
will be held in abeyance until the 
44-line image transmitters and re- 
ceivers are ready for demonstra- 
tion, in the spring or late spring.

Sport fans approve of woolen 
garments for active sport wear be- 
cause they are elastic, permit free- 
dom of motion, and will spring back 
into trim lines after laundering. 

Th new outfits are grand for 
sportsmen; but the problem of keep- 
ing them clean is one that muat be 
faced! One of the best and least 
expensive methods is to launder 
these wool materials in soap and 
water baths. . 

Wool fiber is made of overlapping 
scales, each of which is coated with 
a natural oil. One scale projects 
out over the next to form a soft, 
fluffy material; and with each 
washing the material can and 
should retain its properties of good 
insulation, shape, and softness.

Washing woolens is simple; but 
the problem of finding a way to 
shape the garment to the original 
size must be met. There are sev- 
eral ways of doing this: You can 
measure the garment before wash- 
ing. Then, after it has been wash- 
ed, rinsed and laid fiat to dry, yu 
pull out or shape it to the original 
measurements, 

You may use frames that are ad- 
justable to the size and shape of 
the garment before it is washed; 
and put the dress on the frames to 
dry. Or you can use solid wood 
or paper blocks which are not ad- 
justable but which may be used in 
the same way. 

Before you start to wash any 
woolen garment, turn the pockets 
inside out, brush the garment to 
remove any surface dirt and then 
take measurements. 


Here is how we washed an at J 


tractive sport coat. 

A thick lather was made in 
lukewarm water. To be certain 
that the water was neither too hot 
nor too cold, a bath thermometer 
Was used. An easy one to use is & 
new floating thermometer, marked 
with the degrees of heat as well 
as the terms hot, warm, cool, and 
cold. The ideal temperature for 
washing woolens is about 100 de 

8. 

Since strong soap will harm wool 
fiber and yellow white woolens, we 
use mild soaps, made in convenient 
forms, that dissolve quickly in cool 
water. It is important that all soap 
be dissolved before the garment 3s 
washed; consequently the quick-dit 
solving soaps are time savers. 

The coat was placed in the tud 
of soapy water and carefully 
squeezed, not twisted, rubbed of 
scrubbed. Then came the rinses— 
in water of exactly the same tem> 
perature. (Three rinses are some 
times required to remove all traces 
of soap.)

CABINET PUDDING 
EIGHT SERVINGS. 


Soak one and one-half tablespoons 
gelatine in six tablespoons water. 

Dissolve it over hot water. 

Beat until very light, six egg 
yolks, six tablespoons sugar. 

Beat in the dissolved gelatine 
and one teaspoon vanilla, 

Whip until stiff six egg whites, 
ene-eighth teaspoon salt. 

Fold them lightly into the yolk 
mixture. ’ 

Soak 16 macaroons in rum, sher- 
ry or arac. 

Line a mold with lady fingers.* 

Place in it a layer of custard and 
a layer of macaroons.. Repeat the 
process. Custard should form the 
top layer. Chill the pudding until 
it is firm. Unmold it on a plat- 
ter. ‘ 
Garnish it with maraschino cher- 
ries (optional). 

Serve it with whipped cream.

Consult a cooking chart to see how 
long you should roast the meat for

This year the show, representing 26 
artists, is slightly smaller ins numbers than 
previously, but it has grown, if anything, 
in interest. For one thing, 11 of the ex- 
hibitors are newcomers, and some of their 
contributions are among the most distinctive 
in the show.

HE convent contains two 
fairly large patios, one & su- 
perb garden bullt around a 
fountain. The walle and cloisters 


grrounding this patio are faced 
vith Talavera tiles, a type of dec- 
orative building material for 
which the city of. Puebla is 
famous. 

Unlike a majority of the orders 
which have been suppressed by 
the Mexican Government, this one 
practiced an austere and rigid dis- 
dpline. The 39 cells occupied by 
the nuns (many of whom had been 
women of wealthy and aristocrat- 
ic families) were utterly bare. 
The refectory and the rooms for 
special devotions were equally 
plain. Only the chapel and the 
patio could be called elegant. 
And the former, though its fur- 
nishings are rich and valuable, is 
of tmmeasurable austerity com- 
pred with even the poorer of or- 
dinary Mexican churches. It is 
along, vault-like room with white 
plaster walls and antique timbered 
llings. The walls are hung with 
fine seventeenth and eighteenth- 
century paintings, some Mexican 
and others of Spanish origin. The 
nuns’ chairs do not face the altar. 
Most of them are placed with their 
backs to the walls. Above each 
chair is a crucifix, and hanging on 
tach crucifix is a crown of thorns 
ind a knotted whip. 


_ Even more indicative of the as- 
eetic practices of the sisters of 
Santa Monica is a tiny dark room 
where the nuns used to sit and 
meditate on death. This dismal 


cell is. decorated with human 


skulle and images of martyrs un- 
dergoing realistic and exquisite 
tortures. 3 

In striking contrast to the as- 
ceticism practiced by the living 
nuns are the possessions of their 


‘predecessors in the convent. Aside 


from the pictures and the lush 
garden already mentioned, there 
are rich carvings, fine old chests, 
beautiful laces and embroideries. 


HE satin brocade vestments 
Yound in the sacristy are op- 
- posite In color and texture 
to the somber black. gowns and 
robes worn by the nuns. The lat- 
ter were of the cheapest and most 
uncomfortable material obtain- 
able. . | 
The Government confiscated ‘the 
building immediately after ite -dis- 
covery and the order was prompt- 
ly abolished. It is:now being re- 
paired and restored as a museum, 
all the original effects being pre- 
served. It will be necessary to ex- 
cavate the foundations and repair 
the walls of the building before 
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dedicating it to its new function. 
The difficulty of procuring the 
bare essentials of life for the nuns 
can be imagined and it is quite 
understandable that they were 
unable to make structural repairs. 

It is thought that additional 
treasures will be turned up during 
the course of the excayations, al- 
though thus far the most exhaus- 
tive investigations possible have 
yielded nothing. Whether the mu- 
seum will be kept up in the future 
remains to. be seen. Although 


Mexico has preserved most of the}. 


finest of its churches, ancient con- 
vents and monasteries are gener- 
ally in disrepair, despite the 
grandeur of many of them.
